The newly recited limitation (spreadsheet program, word processor program, accounting program) with the combination of existing 
element of claims 1-5 and 25-27 requires further consideration. 

The newly recited limitation (3.5" form factor disc drive asembly) with the combination of existing element of claims 18-24 requires further 
consideration. 

Regarding the applicant's argue of no operating system in Stefanksy, as stated earlier in col. 8, lines 25-40 of Stefanksy, the 
microcontroller control program run by the microcontroller in the device is the operating system running five principle tasks. 

As for applicant's argue of the microcontroller of Stefanksy incapable of comprehending data stored on rotating disk because the 
microcontroller running any degree of complexity beyond the microcontroller control program is unlikely, the microcontroller [CPU] of 
Stefanksy has no problem running its tasks [applications]; however, when any task [application: col. 6, lines 4-12 in Durrett] having higher 
degree of complexity beyond the microcontroller is needed, the use of CPU of Durrett would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

As for applicant's argue of Durrett failing to have a disc drive because Durrett discloses the local computer generally does not include a 
physical disk drive but can be added, Durrett clearly teaches not only the local computer adding the disk drive therein in order to execute 
the storage role of the virtual disk server containing needed/operated by the local computer. 

As for applicant's argue of Durrett failing to teach a case forming a substantially sealed environment that includes a data disc and a CPU, 
Durrett shows the case [local computer held by an operator in fig. 1] forming a substantially sealed [e.g., CPU 20 inside and a disk drive 
inside are not environmentally exposed]. 
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
